FATRER ROSSHRACH REBUKED.

Dr, " Reilly Denonnces Wis Sermon at Mie
dohn Thempron's Mequirm Mervice,

MoxTRRAL, Quebec, Dec, I8, A great senan-
tion has bean created in the Dominion by the ut-
terances of Father Hosslach, who preached the
sermon At the requlem service for the repose of
the soul of the late Sir John Thompaon, at St.
Patrick's Church, Queabec, The service wis at-
tended by Proteatants and Catholica alike, but,
novwithstanding this, Father Rosatiach, afuer
referring to the late Premier's conversion to the
Roman  Cathalle Chureh, abruptly declared
thad, If 8ir John conld now speak, he would say
that the only true religion was found inthe
bosom of the Holy Mother Church, and thawall
othera were shama and frauds,

Among the clergy present, with the Arch-
bishop of Quebee, when this declaration was
made, was the Right lev. Dr, (' {leilly of New
York, who was on one of his perlodieal visits to
Quebec, where he was educsted and ordalned,
and where he was attached for a number of
years tothe spiritunl ministration of the lrish
Roman Catholics of Quebee and Its nelghbor-
hood, This old associntion no doubt induced
the Cardinal to select Dir. O'Hellly 10 reply to
Father Rosabnch, which he did in the most
eifective manner ina sermon st Silbary Chirel,
After referting to the obnoxious remnrks of
Father Rossbhach, he sald:

“What a plty that n few days ago, in dear old
Bt. Pairick's. Church, s priestly voles, which
should have bean raised only to praise and bless
the departed, should have uttered words of in-
sult to the living, aud, instead of theilling hear-
ers and men of different belief than ours with
the recital of the statesman’s and greatest cit-
zen's meritorions  deeds and Christlan vir-
tues, we should ave all been shocked
by an  unca -for, untimely., unauthor-
lud. aml unjastifinble dewunciation of be-
lefs differing from ouers. From this place
1 most solemnly declars thnt the words thus
utterly have not only deeply wounded the Ro-
man Catholic community throughout Canad
but that they are repudiated by ull clascen ©
Canadinn Homan L'nllm‘}t's and Ly the Homan
Cathalie rTenﬁ of every degree,
